Eor the “Keystone State” let the American Eagle scream in their honor this the 
Seventh day of September one thousand nine eight hundred & ninety three.

Dear Sir 

Yours of 5th inst. with inclosure of Mr. Barbers bill for dies just received said bill I will 
hand to Mr. Ewing. 

Eor Young Morgan I will act as cashier if he so wishes but will have to do it out of my 
own pocket and will have to ask a money order in the return of any sum drawn as Mr. Ewing will 
not receive checks on banks outside of Chicago unless the one who presents them will pay the 
exchange. As I do not bank the funds of the medal account myself but turn the cash over the Mr. 
Ewing, I could not let Morgan draw on that fund as I could not turn in as cash a note or promise 
to pay, and we do not carry enough over from day to day. Hence he will have to draw on me 
personally. 

I have an idea that the work of tearing down and packing ready for shipment home is 
going to take much longer than some thing. 

In the first place before a case is shipped the R.R. track has to be relaid from the terminal 
station around through the grounds to the Government building and I think there will be great 
confusion in the sorting out and distribution of boxes. 

As soon as Mr. Stocks gets back to his office I want to see him to find out if some 
arrangements cannot be made by which we can get our boxes sorted into a pile by themselves, 
right away, to avoid any delay at the end. 

To avoid delay and much worse at the end is why I suggested shipping the coining press 
as it stands. It could be bolted to a couple of heavy skids moved out to the car on rollers and 
lifted onto the car by one of the car cranes. Then propped securely in position, covered with a 
drench of cosmoline, and wrapped up with the heavy rubber blanked you sent us. The whole 
thing occupying much less time and causing much less trouble than by taking it apart and 
packing. 
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Mr. McClure tells me that he told you of his plan for the shipment of the coins in which 
plan you concur. I think his idea is an excelled one and one which will save a great amount of 
labor. I would suggest that Mr. Heims have made two packing cases of good clean strong lumber 
one each to accommodate the two sizes of the boards on which the coins are now fastened. The 
neat sizes of these boards are 39 !4 “ x 28 “ and 39 !4 “ x 21 *4 “ respectively and with the strip 
on which the coins rest are just 1” thick. They, the boxes, should be made deep enough to 
accommodate the twelve boards with a heavy piece of cotton batting between each of the boards 
and then with the lid securely screwed down pressing the whole thing into a compact mass. They 
would carry very safely. The boxes could be made and mailed to us at any time with sufficient 
cotton batting put in them before they are started. 

The rest of the stuff will have to return as it came out packed in cases.
